Works,  Fat  extraction  and  refining.  Rag  Flock  Manu¬ 
facture,  Manufacture  of  Roofing  Tiles,  Building  Trades  and 
Agriculture. 

Extent  of  Unemployment. 

There  were  approximately  680  unemployed  at  the  end 
of  1937,  500  males  and  180  females.

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  624 :  of  these  341  were  males  and  283  females. 

The  illegitimate  births  which  are  included  in  the  figures 
totalled  41  :  18  males  and  23  females. 
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1'lie  I’iith  rate  for  the  year  was  21.62  as  compared 
witli  18.4  in  1936  and  16.5  in  1935.  The  Birth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  14.9.  The  Still  Births  numbered 
15  :  5  males  and  10  females. 

Of  these  vStill  Births  one  female  was  illegitimate. 

The  Still  Births  rate  was  0.51  as  compared  to  0.58  in 
1936  and  0.60  in  1935.  The  Still  Birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  0.60.

They  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

An  ambulance  for  the  use  of  infectious  cases  is  provided 
])y  the  Staines  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

Local  ambulances  are  used  for  non-infectious  cases. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

There  are  two  homes  registered  in  the  district. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  School  Clinics 
and  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  provided  and  supervised 
by  the  Middlesex  County  Council. 

Hospitals 

Staines  Hospital  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  non- 
infectious  cases.  The  number  of  beds  is  36.  Staines 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  with  40  beds  is  used  for  certain  of 
the  infectious  diseases.  The  County  Hospitals,  King 
Edward  VH.  Hospital,  Windsor  are  also  used  for  non- 
infectious  cases. 

The  Middlesex  County  Hospital  treat  Tuberculosis, 
Smallpox,  Puerperal  infections,  Mental  cases  and  compli¬ 
cated  maternity  cases.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA 

Water 

During  the  year  the  main  of  the  South  West  Sul)urhan 
Water  Company  has  been  extended  from  Spout  Lane  to 
Foyle  Railway  Bridge,  Stanwell  Moor. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in 
Cjuantity. 

Six  samples  of  the  drinking  water  were  sent  for 
Bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  as  well  as  six 
samples  for  chemical  analyses.  Without  exception  the 
results  of  their  examinations  and  analyses  shows  the  water 
to  be  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  No  case  of 
illness  has  occurred  which  can  be  attributed  to  the  water 
supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  sewering  of  Laleham  Ward  has  now  been 
completed.  ' 

Three  wards  therefore  are  now  provided  with  main 
drainage. 

Works  of  connecting  premises  to  the  sewers  in  Ashford 
and  Laleham  are  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

Owing  to  the  existence  of  recurring  nuisances  arising 
from  the  contents  of  cesspools  overflowing  it  is  hoped  that 
the  more  thickly  populated  part  of  Stanwell  Ward  will 
soon  be  provided  with  a  main  drainage  system. 

There  are  still  earth  closets  in  the  Stanwell  Ward. 

Scavenging 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  whole 
district.  Earth  closet  refuse  is  collected  and  removed. 
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Dry  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

Again  I  know  of  no  nuisance  caused  by  this  method 
during  the  year. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  by  exhausters  and  the  contents 
treated  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

All  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

No  case  of  pollution  has  been  brought  to  notice  during 
the  year. 


Smoke  Abatement 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  with  reference 
to  nuisances  caused  by  smoke.

Schools 


All  schools  in  the  Area  are  provided  with  water  from 
the  public  service  main. 

Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  which  in  most 
cases  is  quite  adequate.  No  school  in  the  Area  was  closed 
on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

The  scholars  are  periodically  examined  at  the  various 
school  clinics  by  Medical  Officers  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Council.

Notifiable  Diseases 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

An  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  attacked  the  District 
causing  a  total  of  63  cases. 

Although  many  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  Ashford 
Ward,  each  Ward  added  its  quota. 

51  of  these  cases  were  treated  in  the  Staines  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital.  Scarlet  Fever  caused  one  death. 

These  51  cases  were  in  Hospital  a  total  of  1907  days 
being  an  average  of  37  days  per  patient. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  also  invaded  the  District  causing  a  total  of 
65  cases  and  accounting  for  one  death.  Of  these  65  cases 
64  were  treated  in  the  Staines  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 
Their  total  stay  in  hospital  numbered  2723  days,  or  an 
average  of  42.5  days  per  patient. 

In  spite  of  this  epidemic  and  of  the  fact  that  not  one 
child  who  had  been  successfully  Immunised  under  the 
Council  Scheme  developed  Diphtheria,  the  response  to 
the  Immunisation  Scheme  was  most  disheartening. 

The  number  of  children  Immunised  during  the  year 
reached  the  meagre  figure  of  83. 

This  makes  a  total  during  tlie  two  years  the  Scheme 
hag  been  in  operation  of  678  children  successfully 
Immunised.  It  seems  to  me  fairly  evident  that,  in  view  of 
the  lack  of  response,  the  Scheme  will  in  a  year  or  two  come 
to  a  miserable  end. 

In  spite  of  this  I  am  sure  that  the  Council  acted 
correctly  in  offering  this  Scheme  to  the  District,  an  offer 
which  so  few  have  accepted. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  was  again  epidemic  in  the  District  and  caused 
twenty  two  deaths.
